It is expecteq that there will be a gen- 
eral shakeup in Chinatown of Atlanta 
and Augusta when he begins the exam- 
ination, as many of the Chinamen, as 
in all other cities, are known to be with- 
out the necessary immigration papers. 

Mr. McGregor last night stated that 
he would make a thorough inspection of 
all Chinese in the two Georgia cities. 
He does not know how long he will be 
away on the trip.

A Melancholy Contrast. 

Hon. J. J. Conner, of Bartow coun. 
ty, whose recent letters in The Con- 
stitution have so strongly demon- 
Strated Georgia’s deficiency in the 
line of practical] agricultural educa- 
tion, contributes to today’s issue an 
article which should be a ringing call 
to action to every citizen with the 
slightest pride in or ambition for the 
development of his state. He shows 


consin to realize dur dearth of facili- 
| ties for intelligent agricultural train- 
ing. Coming nearer home, he com- 
pares what Georgia, one of the 
wealthiest of the southern common- 
wealths in soil productive resources, 
is doing for the equipment of its farm- 
er-boys, with the advantages offered 
by neighboring states—to our infinite 
disadvantage. 

The following table, taken from his 
article, contrasts Georgia with four 
other. southern states in the respect 
of buildings and equipment for agri- 
cultural education:

Carolina, a state which enjoys no na- | 


tive agricultural supremacy over Geor 
gia, leads the honor roll by several 
thousand dollars. Texas, admitted to 
the union many decades after Georgia 
had discarded its political swaddling 
clothes, ig next in line with an appre- 
ciable equipment. Incidentally, the 
most significant feature of the Texas 


programme is that it regards the pres- | 
ent plant as but a beginning and that. 


it plans to increase the facilities with 
the greatest rapidity compatible with 
solidity. 
and it may be stated that the develop- 
ment of the higher education idea in 
that state is an illuminating story of 
intelligence, energy and devotion on 
part of the men who knew the 
worth of the campaign they were con- 
ducting. That they were not self- 
deluded is established by the startling 
fact that the attendance at the North 
Carolina Agricultural college increased 
from FORTY-TWO to TWELVE 
HUNDRED students’ in a meager 
TWO YEARS. Virginia, another state 
whose agricultural resources do not 
surpass those of Georgia, while main- 
taining the smallest equipment on the 
list, still exceeds what this state ig 
doing for its planters’ sons by a mul- 
tiple of something over thirteen. 

Mr. Conner’s other table is equally 
thought-inspiring. It shows that while 
other southern states are appropriat- 
ing annually large sums for mixed 
agricultural and mechanical colleges, 
Georgia concentrates its attention on 
technology alone. This is well enough 
as far as it gogs. The Constitution a 
few days ago, in calling attention to 
the wonderful pluck and perseverance 
of a graduate of the Georgia Schoo] of 
Technology, expressed its warmest 
appreciation of the large work that in- 
stitution is doing for the state. But 
there are several thousand boys in 
Georgia, many of them with the mak- 
ing of a Guy Garrard in their compo- 
sition, clamoring for a chance to ac- 
quire a thorough agricultural training, 
just as he is fighting to perfect him- 
self in cotton-milling. z 

It is distinctly the duty of the state, 
as Mr. Conner so emphatically re- 
marks, to give each class of its future 
citizens an equal opportunity for per- 
fecting themselves in their chosen 
craft. The state needs competent mill 
men, electrical and mechanical engi- 
neers and well-equipped lawyers, doc- 
tors and other professional men. But 
its need of well-equipped farmers is 
not one whit less important. To de- 
velop one at the expense of the other 
is worse than folly—it is plain, un- 
qualified injustice, not only to the in- 
dividual, but to the state as well. If 
our textile interests of the future are 
of such vastness as to demand the 
careful training of the coming gener- 
ation of mill supervisors, our agricul- 
tural interests are no less momentous. 
If we fail to take that view of the 
situation and act accordingly, we will 
discover ultimately that such short- 
sightedness has wrought its natural 
result in a one-sided growth, a growth

The amount 
involved aggregates about $37,000,000, 


and in the short time intervening since 
the utterance of the proclamation, 
there has been no definite indication 


of the presence of a convenient string, 
although it is perhaps a little prema- 
ture to indulge in downright optimism. 

The religious system of Russia has 
been one of strange contradictions. 
The organic law. provided for entire 
freedom of worship, but a nugatory 
clause stripped the civil rights of all 
citizens who availed themselves of this 
latitude. In other words, the Russian 
Subject had the alternative of allying 
himself with the orthodox Greek 
church, which amounts to a semi- 
hierarchy, or following his faith into 
some other creed at the cost of his 
citizenship. Under such circumstances 
it is not wonderful that the larger bulk 
of the population made no bid for 
modern commercial martyrdom. A 
man is apt to pick his religion with 
some caution when an _ indiscretion 
may narrowly restrict his ownership of 
property, the educational advantages 
of his children, and to an extent his 
|social standing. While the govern- 
‘ment, to a degree, has heen sensible 
enough to avail itself of the brains of 
the dissenters in its many ambitious 
schemes, it has succeeded in maintain- 
ing up to the present a very effectual 
bar between the unorthodox Russian 
and civic advancement. 

If the decree is enforced fully ana 
permanently, it will mean the return 
to Russia of thousands upon thousands 
of families exiled to Siberia for no 
worse offense than leaving the Greek 
church or actively embracing some 
other form of religion in the begin- 
ning. Such have been the penalties 
meted out for a good many years to 
‘Teligious insubordinates. Since Po- 
_biedonostzeff, the brainy and fanat- 
ical procurator general of the 
holy synod, has been in pow: 
er, the lines have been drawn 
more and more tautly, and it-is not to 


be doubted that the present sweeping 


changes have been made over his vig- 
orous protest. The very fact that the 
czar has shaken himself free of his 
former servile allegiance to this artful] 
| old inquisitor, indicates eithér a re- 
markable evolution on his own part or 
| powerful pressure from the more in- 
|telligent element of the ogligarchy. 

| It is noteworthy that the Jews are 
| not included in the liberal stipulations

given its full benefits. Russia cannot 
forgive the commercial success of the

WHAT THE SOUTH IS DOING 
IN AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION 


Editor Constitution: In a communica- 
tion to The Constitution of February 22, 
1905, I undertook to institute a compari- 


and the University of Wisconsin. _Thus 
setting Georgia, which chartered the first 
university of any state in the union, 
against Wisconsin, one of the younger 
States of the union and of necessity her 
university much younger than the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. As will be remember- 
ed by those who read that article the 
comparison was not very creditable to 
Georgia or her people. 

Now I wish it to be distinctly under- 
stood that comparisons of this character 
afford the writer no pleasure whatever 
and would not be indulged in except 
through the hope that some good may 
result therefrom. It is intended to arouse 
our, people on the point of taking into 
account the position they occupy relative- 
ly with the other states of the federal 
unmion*and to inspire them with a de- 
termination not to be laggards com- 
paratively in fitttng their children for 
the various activities of life. 

Now, realizing that some objectionable 
features may exist in comparing -Geor- 
gia with her northern sfsters, on account 
of the conditions resulting from the con- 
flict of arms between the states in. the 
early sixties, I have determined to get 
closer to home and institute a comparison 
as to the means which have been fitted 
up for industria] education between Geor- 
gia and her southern sisters.

The reason given in Mr. Stanley’s lIet- 
ter for this tremendous reduction is that 
Seaboard has been paying taxes on 
a higher valuation than its competitors. 
This loss, Mr. Stanley states, is irrepar- 
able, but the company will be content to, 
pay in future on something like an equi 7 
valuation with its competitors, ‘ 
Stanley expresses the hope that Comp- 
troller General Wright will accept the 
returns, but if he refuses to do so he 
wants the arbitration to take place at 
once. 

The Seaboard’s returns were arvw.trated 
in 1903 and what was considered a fair 
valuation was placed upon the company’s 
property and franchise at that time. The

lower than the franchises of other roads 
in Georgia and last year this was in- 
creased $300 per mile by the comptroller 
general and the company assented. This 
brought the Seaboard’s return somewhere 
near up to the returns of other com- 
panies, but it was still below them. 

The Seaboard this year failed to fur- 
nish the comptroller general with a de- 
tailed statement of its rolling stock and 
the proportion alloted to Georgia. The 
comptroller general will insist on the 
return being corrected in this respect at 
once. He will also notify the omelals 
of the road that he cannot accept the 
returns with the reductions under last 
year. In fact, he will refuse to take a 
return of one dollar less than that of 
1904 unless some of the company’s prop- 
erty has been destroyed. 

The foregoing return does not include 
the Seaboard’s new line between At- 
lanta and Birmingham, 66 1-3 miles of 
which are in Georgia. This new lne 
was returned at $432,257.82, including the 
franchise valued at $93,328.33. 

The total mileage of the Seaboard in 
Georgia, exclusive of the new Birming- 
ham line, is about 690 miles.

Scott Swanson Killed 
- Chamberlin-Johnson-Du 
Bose Store. 
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With his neck locked securely between | 
the heavy weights of an elevator and the! 
inside railing of the shaft, Scott Swan- | 
son, a boy aged !8 years, had his neck | 
broken about 6:45 o'clock yesterday eve- | 
ning at the Chamberlin-Johnson-Dubose 
Company store, on Whitehall street. 

Young Swanson was an elevator boy 
in the building. He was on the first floor 
after the store had closed, trying to fix| 
a tutton on the outside railing of the! 
elevator shaft at the time of the fatal ' 
accident. | 

The boy climbed inside the shaft to fix | 
the button. The elevator was being re-| 
wired on the third floor and was going| 
up. | 

As the elevator went up, the heavy | 
weights attached were coming down. | 
Just as the boy’s head came inside the 
shaft, the weights came down and lock- 
ed him in the shaft. 

O D. Lyle, a floorwalker, heard the 
crunching of bones, and on _ looking | 
around, was horrified to see the body of | 
the unfortunate youth dangling inside | 
the shaft with his neck and shoulders | 
caught within the shaft and_ being | 
crushed by the descending weights. 

He yelled upstairs to raise the eleva- 
tor, and West Eubanks, the engineer, 
who was running the elevator, must 
have misunderstod, for the elevator con- 
tinued going up. It was stopped in a 
second or two. 

The inside shaft. which is wooden, had} 
to be torn down before the body could | 
be taken from the shaft. Death must) 
have been almost igstantaneous. 

The deceased lived in Decatur with his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Albert J. Swan- 
son. He had been an employee of the 
Chamberlin-Johnson-Dubose Company for 
nearly three years. 

Funeral arrangements will be announc- 
ed later.

Chicago, May 5.—Excéllent weather : 
conditions for the growing of the new ; 
crop formed the primary cause of a weak 
wheat market here today. At the close 
July wheat was off |-8c. Corn and oats 
are up i-4c. Provisions are .2 |-2@5c 
higher. 

Sentiment in the wheat pit was bearish 
and the volume of trading was smAll. 
Brilliant weather was decidely a factor 
in tending to hold down prices. One. 
cause of dullness was uncertainty sur- 
rounding the government crop report, 
Which will be issued next Wednesday, 
and which will give the condition and 
acreage of winter wheat The general 
impression seems to be that the report 
will be of a bearish character. At the 
Opening the market was quite steady on 
a fair demand from shorts.- July was 
up a shade at 83 3-8c. Selling py pit 
traders soon caused a reaction, July de- 
clining to 82 3-4c. Poor demand tor 
cash wheat and flour in outside markets 
had considerable influence in forcing 
down the value of wheat in this mar- 
ket. Additional reports giving glowing 
accounts of the condition of winter wheat 
were received. As a partial offset to 
these advices a report from Jeffries- 
burgh, Mo., stated that complaints of 
damage by Hessian fly were numerous 
and that much wheat had been plowed 
up. This report started fresh covering 
by shorts, resulting in July advancing} 
to 83 i-2c. The rally was short-lived, 
however, renewed selling by pit traders’ 
causing another reaction. The market 
closed easy, with July at 83 |-8@83 i-4c. 
Clearances of wheat and fiour were 
equal to 84,300 bushels. Exports for the 
week, as shown by Bradstreet’s, were 
equal to 1,279,000 bushels. -rimary re- 
ceipts were 134,000, compared with 142,- 
100 bushels, a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
9i cars, against 149 cars last week and 
74 cars a year ago, 

Small receipts of corn caused fairly 
active buying by shorts, resulting .n a 
firm market. A marked decrease in pri- 
mary receipts also aided in creating bull- 
ish sentiment. July opened a shade to 
1-8@i-4c higher at 46 3-4@46 7-8c, sold 
between 46 1-2@46 5-8c and 47c and 
closed at 46 7-8@47c. Receipts 37 cars, 
with two of contract grade.
